Very Secret Indeed 


The police later found in the 
desk a copy of a works order 
which Mr, Pugh described as 
“very secret indeed,” There 
were also several other 
fidentiat documents. 


An application -form was dis- 
covered in which the youth had 
described his nationality as “Prus- 
slan Reich.” 


A works order was also found 
in his posession referring to a 
“new and secret product of the 
factory, the knowledge of which 
would have been af the greatest 
possible assistance to the 
enemy.” 


The boy, who pleaded not guilty 
and reserved his defence, was 
committed to Birmingham Assizes 
for trial. Bail was allowed.

“The Norwegian police must, 
wherever possible, be summoned 
to carry out whatever measures 
ure decided.” 

Anxiety is underlined in the 


fourth document, signed by von 
Falkenhorst and cited in the fore- 
ward, Which makes clear that the 
army, as the principal agent: in 
setting up the “new order,” is 
to dngratiote itself with the 
population. If, however, the 
latter shows resistance the mili- 
tary must strike “ruthlessly and 
with the severest measures.” 
The monotonously recurring 
routine of Gestapo oppression and 
suppression is seen in orders for- 
bidding listening to foreign radio 
news, possession of wireless sets 
by Jews, playing of the Norwegian 
Anthem, and display of flags on 
the birthday of the “former” king. 


Different Treatment- 


A list of offences is itself a -re- 
velation of the anti-German cur- 
rent, 

Typical examples are: “Nor- 
wegian girl of friendly disposition 
toward the Germans has her hair 
cut short.” 

“Subversive preaching by mini- 
sters of religian either in the 
pulpit or at the graveside.” 

A curious differentiation of the 
treatment of the two latter 
offences is seen. 

While fortune tellers may be 
liable to immediate arrest “parti- 
cular restraint and caution is 
necessary” regarding preachers. 
In all such cases only action or- 
dered is a report to the gestapo.

Dealing With 
Government 


So Hollanders in the East Indies 
were forced to the conclusion that 
they were dealing, not with 
Japanese individuals, but with the 
Jipunese government.

Japanese have asked 
for permission to explore and sur- 
vey the outer jslands for other 
commercial sites.

The philosophy of totalitar- 
janism which was trying to 
conquer the British Isles was 
a threat to the freedom en- 
joyed by the American 
people.
